CABBAGES.

Era  (the  year  5G61  begins  at  sunset  on  September  23,  1900);  the  year 
2653  since  the  foundation  of  Rome  according  to  Varro;  the  year  2560 
of  the  Japanese  Era,  and  to  the  33d  year  of  the  Period  entitled  "Meiji." 
The  year  1318  of  the  Mohammedan  Era,  or  the  Era  of  the  Hegira,  be- 
gins on  May  1,  1900.  The  first  day  of  January,  1900,  is  the  2,415,021st 
day  since  the  commencement  of  the  Julian  Period. 

Aspects  of  the  Planets. 

Mercury  may  be  spen  best  on  the  mornings  of  April  2lst,  August 
19th,  and  December  7th;  and  on  the  evenings  of  March  8th,  July  4th, 
and  October  29th. 

Venus  will  be  brightest  on  June  1st  and  August  14th.  She  will  be 
evening  star  until  Julj'  8th;  then  morning  star  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Mars  will  be  evening  star  till  January  IGth;  then  morning  star  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

Jupiter  will  be  in  opposition  to  the  Sun  and  brightest  on  May  27th, 
and  in  conjunction  with  him  on  December  14th. 

Saturn  will  be  in  opposition  to  the  Sun  and  brightest  on  June  23d, 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  Sun  on  December  29th. 

Uranus  will  be  in  opposition  to  the  Sun  on  June  1st,  and  in  con- 
junction with  him  on  December  5th. 

Neptune  will  be  in  conjunction  with  the  Sun  on  .June  18th,  and  in 
opposition  to  him  on  December  19th. 

Eclipses. 

In  the  year  1900  there  will  be  three  eclipses— two  of  the  Sun  and 
one  of  the  Moon: 

I.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun  May  28th.  This  eclipse  is  generally 
visible  in  Western  Europe,  in  Northern  Africa,  the  North  Atlantic  and 
Arctic  Oceans,  Greenland,  North  America,  and  the  extreme  northern 
part  of  South  America.  The  path  of  total  eclipse  begins  in  Egypt,  and, 
passing  over  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  crosses  Spain  and  Portugal;

.A..  M.;  Philadelphia,  7:46  A.  M.;  Washington.  7:37  A.  M.:  Charleston, 
7:24  A.  M.;  New  Orlrans,  6:23  A.  M.;  Galveston,  6r02  A.  M. ;  Pittsburg, 
7:26  A.  M.;  Cincinnati,  7:06  A.  M. ;  Chicap:o.  6:55  A.  M.;  Denver,  5:44 
A.  M.  This  eclipse  begins  here  in  mean  local  time  at  6:58  A.  M.,  and 
ends  at  9:35  A.  M. 

II.  A'  partial  eclipse  of  the  :\Toon,  June  12th;  visible  here,  but 
quite  small  and  unimportant. 

III.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun  November  21st;  not  visible 
here.  Visible  to  ?5umatra,  Borneo,  and  some  other  East  India  Islands, 
Australia,  Southern  Africa,  and  portions  of  the  South  Atlantic  and 
Indian  Oceans.
